Ms. Tollefson and Mr. Godek explained this tabulator/scanner is able to process 72 

ballots per minute while the current machine processes 7 ballots per minute.  Ms. Tollefson said 

they are expecting over 50,000 ballots to process for the November election.  Mr. Godek said, as 

of today, there are over 11,900 absentee ballot requests for the City of Janesville and we are still 

6 weeks out.
